With Latin America,” has just come 
to my attention. I think you have made 
an excellent summation of the case, and, 
like you, I have long felt if the peo- 
ple of the South American republics were 
free to “create the democratic systems 
for which they long, the problem of possi- 
ble foreign alliances would disappear.” 

If only commercial rivairy were in- 

volved, we would not have to regard the 
aggressor nations as a menace, despite 
their unfair methods of trade and their 
lower standards of living at home, which, 
with the use of sweated labor, allow 
them to undercut us sharply on the cost 
of production. We could compete with 
this even to the extent of resorting to 
subsidies, if necéssary, although, as we 
agree, this should be the last resort. 

But these na have perverted -ie- 
gitimate attempts to gain trade with an 
ideological invasion designed only to gain 
control of vast areas of natural resources 
and, of more danger to us, to implant 
their systems of government in this 
hemisphere. 

If we are to speak out against this, and 
make our voice effective, we must speak 
in the only language the aggressor can 
understand, that of force of strength. 
That is why I consider as the first step 
the necessity of rebuilding our defensive 
forces and equipping our men-in-arms 
with the best obtainable. We have the 
finest personnel of any military force in 
the world; we should not shirk in our 
duty to equip this force with the best

Sir Northrup, who died in 1925, 
was a native of St. Louis, son of 
William McMillan, 8t. Louis cap- 
italist, but became a British sub- 
ject when living in Kenya Colony, 
East Africa, and was knighted in 
1918. The Government’s deficiency 
income tax claim against the estate 
was based in part on the contention 
that McMillan was in fact an Amer- 
fean citizen, The Board of Tax 
Appeals in 1932 decided that Mc- 
Millan had not repatriated himself 
after taking the oath.of allegiance 
to the British crown, and that his 
large properties in England and 
Africa were not taxable here.

The highest temperature ever 
recorded in November occurred last 
year, 1937, on the first, when the 
mercury rose to 83 degrees. A 
reading of 77 degrees has. occurred 
as late as the twenty-eighth. The 
number of days with minimum tem- 
peratures 32,degrees or lower will 
average about eight, and number 
of days with minimum 20 degrees 
or lower about two. 

Degree-days in the autumn make 
their appearance more perceptibly 
in November. The average num- 
ber is 583, or more than twice as 
many as October, somewhat more 
than half as many as January, and 
about the same number as March. 
A degree-day is a day on which the 
outside temperature falls below 65 
degrees; November has had as many 
as 963 degree-days (1880).and as 
few as 322 (1931). 

The normal precipitation for No- 
vember is 2.83 inches. - Measurable 
precipitation occurs an eight days, 
on the average. The greatest 
monthly amount for November was 
8.63 inches, in 1847.. This record 
amount followed the wettest Octo- 
ber of record (8.74 inches). The 
least monthly amount was none in 
1865, as shown by the records of 
the late Dr. George Engelmann. 
Snowfall of importance (one inch 
or more) occurs in only about one- 
fourth of the Novembers of record 
and about one-fourth of them have 
no snow at all. The greatest 
monthly amount was 10.4 inches in 
1926. Thanksgiving day of 1929 
has jhe distinction of having had 
the‘ greatest 24-hour . — 6.5 
inches.

ere. The records show that 
precipitation in some form or other 
has ocurred on 21 of the 38 Thanks- 
givings of record. Of these 21 ,oc- 
currences rain fell on 13 days, snow 
on four, rain and snow on three 
and rain and sicet on one. As men- 
tioned above, Thenksgiving day. of 
1929 had the greatest 24-hour 
amount of showfall on record for 
this month. On four Thanksgiv- 
ing days the temperature did not 
rise above the freezing point all 
day, but these were unusual, for,, 
as a rule, the temperature stays 
above freezing. Disagreeably cold 
weather occurs on one in four 
Thanksgivings. 
The normal number of hours of 
secagrencees for November is 166 hours, 
an average of 5.5 hours a day. The 
average number of clear days is 
11, partly cloudy 9 and cloudy 10. 
Dense smoke (smoke thick enough 
to obscure objects at a. distance of 
1000 feet) prevails in November 
about eight times in five years. 
This is somewhat under the aver- 
age for December, the smokiest 
month. However, N ovember, 1917, 
had seven occurrences of dense 
smoke, the greatest number of rec- 
ord for this month. In about one- 
third of the Novembers' of record 
dence smoke has not occurred, 
The prevailing winds are from 
the south. Average hourly velocity 
is’ 11.6 miles. November has had 
some rather windy days, the rec- 
ords showing that the maximum 
vélocity has been 35 miles an hour 
or higher in 21 Novembers out of 
a possible 65, or about one-third 
of the time. The record maximum 
velocity was 50 miles an hour from 
the southwest in 1919. 
The Mississippi River at St. Louls

~ Bulbous : 


~ Flowers 
By Supt. G. H. Pring | 


Of Shaw's Gardén, President St. Louis

OST gardeners are familiar 
with the more usual bulbs for 

' spring blooming, such. as -the 
various tulips and narcissus, But 
very few people in this section of 
the country avail themselves of the 
lesser bulbs which do so much to 
brighten the garden in March and 
April. As the first harbingers of 
spring, these colorful plants are 
hardy and frost resistant to an 
amazing degree, and perform a very 
useful function in giving the gar- 


dener something lovely to look at 
when he feels that first urge to get 
outside and’ see what's happening 
in his backyard, 

The white purity of the snow- 
drops (galanthus) has been written 
and sung for generations . . . and 
even in St. Louis smoke, they open 
to dazzling whiteness in late March. | ¢ 
Then come the so-called “Glory-of- 
the-Snow,” the brilliantly blue Chio- 
nodoxa, whose color is visible clear 
across the yard, in spite of its 
dainty size. These bloom in April, 
and are closely followed by a host 
of other attractive bulbous flowers, . 
including the grape hyacinth (Mus- 
cari) in dark blue, light blue and 
white; wild hyacinth (Camasésia), 
whose lavender flowers are native 
to our own woodlands; and finally 
the squills (Scilla). 

These are known in English lit- 
erature, and those gardeners who 
try.the English varieties have been 
somewhat disappointed. But there 
are two general groups which are 


perfectly hardy here, and deserve a} 
through the earth’s atmosphere and thus thrown on ? 


in every garden. One, the 
ht blue Scilla Siberica, is as 
healthy a tiny thing as one would 
expect from its native Siberia. ‘The 
other group are the Spanish squills, 
scilla hispanica, or scilla campanu- 
lata, as they are known to the 
trade. These bear their bell.shaped 
flowers in colors'of pink, white and 
lavender-blue . . « and have the 
added attraction of growing easily 
from seed. Both varieties should 
be planted from four to six inches 
deep, in plenty of sharp sand for 
drainage.

ROCUS need no introduction to 

any gardener ... . but they do 

deserve-an introduction to our’ 
gardens. They do best when scat- 
tered in the lawn under the trees, 
and one of the reasons they fail to 
come back year after year is our 
habit of cutting the grass before 
their foliage has a chance to ripen 
and give full strength to next year’s 
bulbs. They come in every color 
of the rainbow, and are the most 
brilliant little spots of color imag- 
inable. 

Then come the greater bulbs, like 
narcissus and tulips. The host of 
narcissi are legion, and it depends 
on your own taste and your deal- 
er’s supply how many variations 
you can have in your garden. For 
those who want a large, yellow, 
long-trumpet variety, we recom- 
mend Emperor or King Alfred. For 
those who like the Poet’s narcissus 
types, there are several hardy 
strains, including narcissus poetaz 
itself. The true paper-white nar- 
cissus is not hardy here, but there 
are several very similar ones which 
are, 

Tulips have carried their stately 
march into every gardener’s heart. 
and they come in all the colors and 
heights one could wish. However, 
only a few varieties will multiply 
if left in the ground, and it is best 
to dig them up after their foliage 
has ripened, and store them over 
the summer. Then, for the same 


large blooms you had the first year, 


replant only the top size bulbs, and 
replenish your stock from the 
stores, 

All bulbs like sand at their roots, 
particularly if your soil is the heavy 
clay common ‘to this portion of the 
country. A rule-of-thumb method 
for determining depth of planting 
is three times size... but 
even the tiny bulbs should be put 
down around four inches, or you 
run the risk of having our alter- 
nate freezing and thawing winters 
heave them out of the ground. Oth- 
erwise, if planted properly, every- 
thing but the tulips will come back 
each year to gladden your garden.

A starving animal must live upon 
the material present in its body. 
From starvation riments we. 
can learn then what tissues are 
first attacked and which suffer the 
most internal loss when the body 
must live on its reserves. 

As one might expect, it lives 
mostly on its fat. Voit took two 


cats of nearly equal weight and 
fed them equally for 10 days. Then 
he killed one so as to have a stan- 
dard of comparison for the weight 
of the organs, and starved the oth- 
er for 13 days. The animal lost 
1017 grams and part of the loss was 
distributed as follows: 

Fat—267 grams, or 97 per cent 
calculated on the basis of the orig- 
inal weight of fat in the body. 

Muscle—429 grams, or 30 per 
cent, 

The greatest absolute loss was in 
the muscles, but the greatest per- 
centage loss"was from the,fat. The

Several: professional fasters have 
lent themselves for scientific expe- 
riment.

much from the body. In the fast- 
ing subject we know that all the 
loss comes from the body. 
Succi fasted for 30 days. At the 
end of this time he was excreting 
83 grams of protein a day, the 
same as he was excreting at the 
end of 15 days. So we may take 
30 ‘grams of protein as the mini- 
mum Tequirement in the daily food, 
Most of us eat from 80 to 150 
grams in our ordinary diet, so we 
are on.the safe side.
